Gentlemen  and  Mrs.  Gibbs, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  first 
Annual  Report  on  the  Public  Health  of  the  District  for  the  year  1964* 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  decreased  by  200  to  21,590. 
This  is  the  lowest  figure  recorded  since  approximately  1908.  The 
area  of  the  District  remains  the  same  as  in  former  years,  viz.,  6,709 
acres,  and  the  density  of  population  for  the  year  is  estimated  at 
3.22  per  acre.  At  the  last  census  in  1961  the  density  was  3*23  per 
acre. 


The  Birth  Rate  in  the  Area  decreased  slightly  on  the  previous 
year,  from  17*8  to  16.44  legitimate  births  per  1,000  population 
(uncorrected).  The  illegitimacy  rate  is  slightly  higher  at  42  per 
1,000  births  compared  with  26  in  1963*  It  is  of  interest  to  note 
that,  since  illegitimate  births  were  first  recorded  in  the  District, 
in  1922,  the  numbers  have  fluctuated.  The  highest  recorded  was  43 » 
in  1923  (5.476  live  births)  and  the  lowest  of  6,  in  1953  and  1959  giving 
1,47k  and  1.776  live  births  respectively. 

The  general  Death  Rate  decreased  from  12.44  to  9*9  per  1,000 
population.  There  was  one  road  accident  and  one  suicide  in  the  year. 

The  other  main  statistical  returns  show  that  yet  again,  despite 
the  great  improvements  in  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services, 
Maesteg  Infant  Mortality,  has  increased  compared  with  1963*  This  is 
also  the  trend  in  Glamorgan.  The  figure  of  45*9  deaths  under  1 year 
per  1,000  live  births  gives  a higher  Infant  Mortality  than  for  any  year 
since  1954*  The  corrected  number  of  infant  deaths  was  17>  of  which 
13  died  within  the  first  week  of  life.  This  gives  an  Early  Neonatal 
Rate  (deaths  within  the  first  week  of  life  per  1,000  live  births)  of 
35*1*  The  number  of  Stillbirths  in  1964  was  10  and  the  Stillbirth 
Rate  26.3  per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths.  The  number  of  stillbirths 
and  deaths  under  one  week  wa s 23  giving  a Perinatal  Mortality  of  62.7 
per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths.  These  increases  in  Infant,  Neonatal 


and  Perinatal  Mortality  are  against  the  trend  for  Glamorgan  as  a 
whole;  whereas  the  County  figure  for  Perinatal  Mortality  fell  from  > 
36,57  in  1963  to  28.2  in  1964*  in  Maesteg  it  rose  from  35-44  to  62.7. 

The  cases  of  deaths  in  infants  are  listed  in  the  text  of  the  report, 
as  are  also  the  stillbirths.  Some  of  these  causes  would  appear  to 
be  avoidable,  but  no  conclusive  reason  emerges  for  the  high  wastage 
of  infant  life. 

Tuberculosis  accounted  for  5 deaths  in  the  year,  a very  slight 
decrease  on  the  1963  figure.  Cancer  of  the  Lung  and  Bronchus  caused 
3 deaths  in  men  of  65  years  and  over.  It  is  significant  that,  in  the 
last  15  years,  81  men  but  only  3 women  have  died  from  cancer  of  the 
lung,  this  suggests  that  an  environment  common  to  men  or  male  smoking 
habits  may  contribute  to  the  incidence  of  this  disease. 

The  World  Health  Organisation  has  suggested,  as  a health 
indicator  for  any  area,  a comparison  of  the  percentage  of  total  deaths 
at  age  50  compared  with  previous  years.  The  comparison  in  deaths 
for  1914  and  1964  at  age  50  would  give  a very  interesting  health 
indicator  for  Maesteg  U.D.C.  but  unfortunately  the  statistics  in  the 
1914  Report  do  not  provide  this  figure.  However,  a worthwhile 
comparison  may  be  made  between  the  proportion  of  people  who  died  before 
the  age  of  25  and  those  who  died  before  65  in  the  years  with  half  a 
century  between.  In  1914  the  total  number  of  deaths  was  387.  of  which 
212  occurred  before  age  25  (54-8$£)  and  329  before  age  65  (85 L/°)  • In 
1964  total  deaths  were  215,  21  were  before  age  25  and  75  before  age 
65  years  giving  percentages  of  9-8  and  35  respectively.  By  deduction, 

15 i°  of  people  lived  beyond  65  years  in  1914  and  65 ft  in  1964-  These 
figures  make  the  change  in  the  expectation  of  life  of  a child  born  in 
Maesteg  District  in  the  50  years  clearly  visible. 

There  was  a staff  change  in  early  1965  when  I was  privileged 
to  succeed  Dr.  A.  G.  Alexander  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the 
District.  I express  my  thanks  to  him  for  his  assistance  on  my  appoint- 
ment and  wish  him  well  in  his  new  position  as  Divisional  Medical  Officer 
and  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  Heath  Urban  and  Rural  District  Councils. 
I would  also  like  to  thank  the  Staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their 
support  since  my  appointment.  The  routine  work  of  the  Department  is 
carried  out  conscientiously  although  increased  legislation  has  made 
added  demands  on  Mr.  I.  Davies  in  his  role  as  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  as  well 
as  other  Officials  for  their  support.

"Crude11  and  "Adjusted11  Rates 

The  tables  of  vital  statistics  show  "adjusted"  as  well  as 
"crude"  birth  and  death  rates.  Rates  of  births  and  deaths  can  be 
considerably  affected  by  the  age,  and  to  a slighter  extent,  by  the 
sex  constitution  of  the  population  concerned.  The  "crude"  rates 
are,  therefore,  unsatisfactory  as  a measure  for  comparison  of  the 
birth  and  death  rates.  Some  form  of  standardisation  is  therefore 
necessary  to  make  allowance  for  the  age  and  sex  composition  of  the 
population. 
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This  is  the  53rd  Medical  Officer’s  Report.  The  earliest 
available  in  the  Health  Department  is  that  of  1912.  Many  points 
of  interest  emerge  from  earlier  Reports,  and  I have  chosen  to 
summarise  four  of  those  factors. 


The  graph  shows  the  trend  in  population  from  1895  to  1964? 
and  the  Birth  Rate  and  Infant  Doath  Rate  from  1912  to  1964*  The 
population  trend  reflects  the  history  of  coal  mining  in  the  District, 
falls  occurring  during  the  years  of  slump  in  the  industry.  Birth 
Rates  and  Infant  Death  Rates  show  the  same  trends  as  the  National 
figures. 


The  histogram  shows  the  excess  in  births  over  deaths  from 
1912  to  1964*  These  figures  may  be  used  as  indicators  of  the  age 
distribution  of  the  population.  A large  excess  of  births  over 
deaths  suggests  a large  proportion  of  young  people  of  reproductive 
age  in  the  community  and  possibly  thriving  industry.  Alternatively, 
a small  excess  \vould  indicate?  an  ageing  population,  births  having 
decreased,  eitherby  control,  or,  more  likely,  because  of  emigration 
of  the  young  people.

(1)  SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

The  medical  inspection  of  school-children  and  the  holding  of 
ophthalmic,  dental,  orthopaedic  and  speech  therapy  clinics,  etc., 
is  done  by  the  County  Council.  The  various  age  groups  are  examined 
periodically  and  from  the  school  inspections  referred  to  the  various 
clinics  if  so  required. 

(2)  TUBERCUKJSIS 

Institutions  are  maintained  by  the  Welsh  Regional  Hospital

(4)  VACCINATION  & IMMUNISATION 

Vaccination  and  immunisation  of  children  against  Whooping 
Cough,  Diphtheria,  Tetanus,  Smallpox  and  Poliomyelitis  is  carried 
out  by  the  County  Council,  and  for  further  particulars  enquiries 
should  be  made  at  the  nearest  clinic.  These  procedures  are  also 
carried  out  by  general  practitioners.  B.C.G.  Vaccination  against 
Tuberculosis  is  done  at  school  for  some  children  at  about  13  years 
of  age.  A stock  of  request  cards  is  kept  at  the  Health  Department 
for  issue  to  members  of  the  public  who  require  themselves,  or  any 
member  or  members  of  their  family,  vaccinated  against  Poliomyelitis, 
provided  they  are  not  over  40  years.  The  latter  may  apply  to  their 
family  doctor  for  vaccination.  Any  requests  received  from  a person 
under  the  age  of  21  years,  must  be  accompanied  by  the  authorisation 
signature  of  the  parent  or  guardian.  The  card  is  then  forwarded  to 
the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  at  Bridgend-  who  arranges  an  appointment 
at  the  Maternal  & Child  Welfare  Clinic,  Church  Street,  Maes teg. 


(5)  AMBULANCES 

The  ambulance  services  are  under  the  direction  of  the  County 
Council.  ALL  CALLS  for  the  service  are  dealt  with  via  the  main 
station  at  Aberkenfig  (TELEPHONE  NO.  ABERKENFIG  303  (CODE  DIALLING 
NO.  972)),  while  sub-stations  are  established  in  Maesteg.  Requests 
for  ambulances  not  required  until  the  next  day  are  met  by  means  of  a 
certificate  signed  by  a doctor,  nurse  or  midwife  and  handed  in  at 
the  local  ambulance  station  not  later  than  8 p.m. , on  the  previous 
day.  In  emergencies,  or  when  ambulances  are  required  on  the  same  day, 
requests  are  made  by  telephone  to  Aberkenfig  and  the  certificate  handed 
to  the  ambulance  driver  when  conveying  the  patient.  The  conveyance  of 
maternity  cases  is  arranged  in  the  same  manner.  Where  accidents  or 
other  emergencies  occur  adjacent  to  an  ambulance  sub-station,  drivers 
have  been  instructed  to  deal  with  the  situation  themselves  and  inform 
the  ambulance  control  station  of  the  action  they  are  taking.

CO-OPERATION  OF  VOLUNTARY 
BODIES 


The  inspector  of  the  local  branch  of  the  National  Society 
for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  maintains  close 
co-operation  with  the  Health  Department.  A number  of  cases  of 
neglected,  or  ill-treated  children,  is  investigated  by  the 
Inspector  each  year,  sometimes  at  the  request  of  the  Department. 

CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Premises  where  cases  of  infectious  disease  occur  are 
visited  where  this  is  thought  essential.  The  taking  of  swabs  and 
immunisation  of  all  contacts,  where  applicable,  is  undertaken  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  If  removal  to  hospital  is 
necessary,  rooms  are  disinfected  by  the  Department  at  the  patient's 
home.  When  the  patient  is  isolated  at  home,  this  is  done  on 
termination  of  the  illness.  Infected  clothing,  bedding,  etc.,  are 
sometimes  removed  on  request  and  dealt  with  by  steam-disinfection 
at  the  Maes teg  Isolation  Hospital.

CERTIFICATES  OF  VACCINATION 


In  accordance  with  the  Regulations,  some  of  these  certificates 
are  required  to  he  stamped  with  an  approved  stamp  at  the  Health 
Department  in  the  district  where  the  vaccination  was  performed.  It 
therefore  does  not  necessarily  take  place  in  the  district  where  the 
traveller  is  a resident.  Most  certificates  dealt  with  at  the  Department 
are  for  vaccination  against  smallpox  end  cholera.  Certificates  of 
vaccination  against  such  diseases  as  Yellow  Fever  are  dealt  with  at  the 
actual  centre  where  the  vaccination  is  performed. 

The  essential  part  of  the  certification  is  recognition  of  the 
signature  shown  as  being  that  of  a local  practitioner  performing  the 
vaccination.  Particular  attention  is  also  paid  to  the  method  of  dating 
to  avoid  any  unnecessary  delay  in  travellers  being  allowed  to  land  'at  the 
other  end ' . 


These  certificates  are  not  to  be  obtained  by  travellers  at 
the  Health  Department  and  it  is  not  the  responsibility  of  either  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  the  Local  Authority  to  provide  them.  A 
small  stock  is  kept  at  the  Department  for  emergency  use  only,  as  travel 
agencies  usually  supply  them,  also  employers  who  are  engaging  people 
for  work  abroad.  The  traveller  himself,  can  obtain  them  fron  the  Ministry 
of  Health  direct  if  unable  to  get  them  elsewhere.

STOf-ffllG  POOLS 


The  two  swimming  pools  in  the  district  are  at  Mae stag  and 
Garth.  The  source  of  the  water  is  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board 
at  Maes teg  and  the  ’Cerdin'  part  of  the  river  at  Garth.  The 
water  is  drained  annually  Before  the  season  commences.  Treatment 
is  By  pressure  filtration  and  chlorination.  Water  turn- over  takes 
6 hours. 


Maes  teg  pool  is  45  yards  x 15  yards  with  a maximum  depth  of 
8*6"  and  its  capacity  is  175>000  gallons.  During  the  year, 

43*925  members  of  the  general  public  used  the  pool,  and  3*373 
school  children,  in  addition.  Garth  pool  is  30  yards  x 12  yards 
with  a maximum  depth  of  61  and  its  capacity  is  86,000  gallons. 
During  the  year,  18,219  members  of  the  general  public  used  the  pool, 
and  2,268  school-children,  in  addition  (for  Both  pools,  the  latter 
figure  refers  to  school  classes).  Both  pools  have  a life  Belt 
and  emergency  pole.  The  environs  of  the  Garth  Pool  are  inadequate 
in  area.  Both  pools  have  foot  baths  and  cubicles  are  provided  for 
changing.  At  Maesteg,  clothing,  etc.,  is  kept  in  baskets  and  these 
are  sprayed  periodically  with  an  insecticide. 

Water  samples  from  both  pools  were  examinated  by  the  Health 
Department  for  pH  value  and  chlorine  content.  The  general  results 
of  sampling  from  the  swimming  pools  were  more  satisfactory  than  in 
previous  years.

FIFTY  YEARS  AGO 


In  1914  the  population  of  Maes teg  Urban  District  was 
estimated  as  27,317*  The  area  of  the  District  was  then,  as 
now,  6,709  acres  and  the  density  of  population  was  estimated  as 
4.O7  per  acre* 

There  were  949  births  in  the  District  in  1914,  consisting 
of  486  males  and  4&3  females.  The  estimated  birth  rate  for  the 
year  was  34*74  per  1,000  population  - over  double  the  rate  for 
1964*  The  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1912,  had  not  come  into 
force  in  the  Area  by  1914  and  so,  a return  of  illegitimate 
as  opposed  to  legitimate,  births  could  not  be  made*  The  births 
were  classified  according  to  wards 

Caerau  27*8 $ 

Nantyffyllon  24*2 $ 

East  Ward  25$ 

West  Ward  23$ 

Deaths  for  the  year  1914  were  387  consisting  of  206  males 
and  181  females,  giving  a Death  Rate  of  14*17,  half  as  many  again 
as  in  1964- 


Infant  mortality  was  117  giving  a rate  of  123*28  per 
1,000  live  births.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  during  this 
period  was  105  per  1,000  live  births.  Comment  was  made  in  the  1914 
report,  as  in  the  present  one,  on  the  invariably  higher  infant 
mortality  in  the  District  compared  with  the  National  figure.  The' 
main  causes  of  deaths  in  infants  were  enteritis  - (24),  pneumonia  - 
(15)  and  prematurity  - (25).  It  is  significant  that  prematurity  was 
the  cause  of  death  in  only  3 infants  in  1964,  pneumonia  of  1 and 
enteritis  does  not  figure  at  all.  The  early  Neonatal  Death  Rate  was 
actually  greater  in  1964  than  in  1914  which  suggests  that  congenital 
malformations  are  causing  as  many  infant  deaths  today  as  half  a decade 
ago. 

The  notification  of  diphtheria  made  in  1914  were  52  and 
5 deaths  were  recorded  from  this  disease  in  children. under  five  years. 
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It  is  now  many  years  since  diphtheria  was  seen  in  this  area.  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  caused  15  deaths  in  1914 > 13  of  which  were  in  people  under 
the  age  of  45.  In  1964  the  5 recorded  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
were  all  in  the  age  group  of  over  45  years.  These  statistics  on  diphtheria 
and  tuberculosis  alone  gives  evidence  of  the  benefits  of  improved  living 
conditions  and  preventive  vaccinations. 

Coal  mining  was  the  only  industry  in  the  District  in  1914  and.  it 
was  said  that  ’upon  the  success  or  otherwise  of  this  undertaking  the 
prosperity  of  the  inhabitants  depends’.  The  principle  collieries  were 
owned  by  Messrs  North’s  Navigation  Colliery  Co.  and  Messrs  Elder's  Colliery 
Co.  Messrs  Elder’s  Oakv/ood  Pits  closed  down  in  1914  but  in  the  other  pits 
work  throughout  was  very  regular.  It  was  reported  that  coal  miners  were 
susceptible  to  chronic  diseases  of  the  chest,  such  as  bronchitis,  emphysema, 
and  asthmatic  bronchitis  and  to  Miner's  mystagmus.  Apart  from  these 
diseases,  it  was  stated,  the  occupation  appeared  to  be  a healthy'  one  and 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  not  common  among  the  coal  miners  in  the  area. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  accidents  in  the  colliery  and  other  accidental 
causes  was  37  giving  an  estimated  rate  of  1«35  per  1,000  population. 

There  was  1 suicide  in  the  year. 

There  were  in  the  district  about  1,000  houses  which  came  within  the 
limit  of  rent  applicable  to  the  District  under  Section  14  of  the  Housing  and 
Town  Planning  Act  of  1909.  Only  1 house  was  found  to  be  unfit  for  human 
habitation  and  this  house  was  closed,  About  50^  of  the  old  houses  were 
still  hand  flushed.  In  the  year  63  houses  were  erected  and  37  re-erected. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  10  new  houses  remained  unoccupied. 

The  work  of  extending  and  improving  the  Town  Hall  was  completed 
in  1914  and  the  Public  Offices  adjoining  the  new  Town  Hall  were  well  in 
hand. 


The  Isolation  Hospital  was  opened  in  1903  and  admitted  112  cases 
of  infectious  disease  in  1914*  The  new  Cottage  Hospital  was  about  to  be 
opened  at  the  time  of  the  PLeport.
